SACRAMENTO, CALIF., Sept. 13, 1970 — Gene Romero, the not-too-flashy but 
consistent Expert made his come-from-behind charge for the Grand National 
Championship complete today by totally crushing the rest of the field on hand for 
the AMA National Dirt Track Mile Championship in all respects. 

By winning, combined with the 15th place finish of Jim Rice, Romero has now 
clinched the coveted Number One plate for 1971 and made off with an estimated 
$5000 in prize money to boot. 

Romero grabbed prize money with the fastest qualifying time, a victory in the 
first heat race, and a wire-to-wire victory in the 50-lap Main. 

With only two remaining nationals on tap, Romero holds a 57 point lead over 
second place Rice and only 52 total points are available. 

The San Luis Obispo resident began following the National circuit in 1965 as an 
Amateur and turned Expert the next year. In 1968, the 22-year-old Romero won his 
first National and waited until late this season to garner his next win. 

Last year, Gene was second place in the National Points Stadnings behind Mert 
Lawwill’s 672 total. In 1969, Romero had 579 as compared to his current 622 total.

My family and I have attended many 
well run and well organized desert and 
motocross races in the past. We have 
been impressed by the friendliness and 
good atittude of all we came in contact 
with and just lately our son has been 
entering some races. My son was entered 
in the Motocross race at Bay Mare, 
sponsored by the Prospectors, Sun., 
9-13. All seemed well until it was 
announced that only the top 10 riders 
in each of the 3 Junior 250 divisions 
would be permitted to run in the 3rd 
moto. I checked and was referred to the 
starter, a Prospector. Meanwhile at least

and inefficiently operated so as to 
create a virtual criminal act of ignorance 
of the safety needs of both riders and 
spectators. 

The feeling of disgust I had for the 
manner in which the Tulare non-race 
was handled was well primed from the 
beginning. My wife and I arrived in 
Tulare at 4:15 pm and were at the track 
at 4:30 pm blissfully awaiting ticket 
sales which were advertised to begin at 
5:00 pm.

I 
told him that we paid our entry fee and 
had come to race 3 motos and that it 
was not fair and hell of a lousy way to 
run a race, and I wanted our entry fee 
back. I was then slugged and knocked to 
the ground by the starter. While trying 
to defend myself, several Prospectors 
joined the abttle and proceeded to beat 
me in the mouth, scratch my face to a 
bloody mess, gouge my eyes, kicked me 
in the head and ribs and knee and some 
rugged Próspectors pulled approx. 3 
square inches of hair from my scalp. 

My wife and son-indaw finally 
managed to pull enough green shirts off 
me to allow me to retire from the field. 


.After this Hell's Angel type beating, 


many other entrants came to me and 
said that they, too, were very unhappy 
with the way they had been elininated 
from the 3rd moto.

Bailey Wouldn't Pay Off 


CARSON, CALIF., Sept. 9, 1970. — Bob Bailey, whose Cycle Land was recently 
voted down by the city's planning commission, has alleged that the special use permit 
he was seeking was refused because he would not pay a bribe to several officials. The 
allegations of soliciting bribes came to light Wednesday in a letter to the city of 
Carson from Bailey. 

Bailey alleges in the letter that Fred Ex, a former Carson parks commissioner, 
approached him for a payoff to assure approval of a permit allowing development of 
a motorcycle racing track on what formerly was a 13-acre golf course. 

In his letter, Bailey says: “The evening of Aug. 25, when our hearing was to come 
up, during the recess, Mr. Fred Ex came up to me and said that we had not paid off 
therefore our permit would be denied." 

Ex was one of four persons arrested on charges of bribery and soliciting a bribe for 
whom a preliminary hearing has been set for Oct. 27. Also arrested were George 
Coloma III, an environment commission member, and Councilman Dan Spence, 
whose younger brother, Tom, surrendered last Friday on a warrant for the same 
charges issued while he was vacationing in Hawaii.

— Evel Knievel, the number one motorcycle daredevil of 
the world, is now trusting his life to the number one motorcycle, Harley-Davidson. 
Knievel completed two successful jumps in New Jersey recently aboard the stock 
750cc XR, which: he has painted red, white and blue. A third jump is scheduled at 
Lancaster Speedway in Pennsylvania. H-D will be the featured bike in the new movie 
of Evel's colorful life, titled **Color Me Lucky," starring George Hamilton, scheduled 
for release June 30, 1971.

SANTA ANA, CALIF., Sept. 13, 1970 
— Mike Lane, from Bakersfield, was the 
man of the day at the AFM road race 
held at Orange County International 
Raceway today. Lane, whose last outing 
at this track ended in a fall on turn one 
while trying to hold Art Baumann and 
Jody Nicholas at bay, never put a wheel 
wrong all day. 

Winning the 250cc GP event astride a 
Yamaha TD2 by almost a half lap, he 
went on to lead the 350cc GP event by 
almost 30 seconds again riding his 250cc 
machine until mechanical failure put 
him out while an easy win was in his 
grasp. In the final event of the day the 
500 and Open GP, Lane again took the 
win, this time on a very swift Kawasaki 
HIR. 

John McGillivray riding a BSA 
Rocket Three clinched the win in the 
Heavyweight Production event but not 
before a tussle with Reg Pridmore riding 
a Norton Commando. McGillivray, 
technically with a disadvantage — riding 
a machine some 80 lbs. heavier than the 
Norton — overcame that with ease and 
proved his excellent riding ability by 
outbraking, out accelerating and, above 
all, outriding all the opposition to take 


the win some 30 seconds ahead of 
Pridmore. 

Pridmore, who took an early lead, no 
doubt was having braking problems as 
his Norton, unlike Kerkers, has no disc 
brake. As the race progressed it became 
obvious as he was forced to set up for 
the corners earlier and earlier thus losing 
valuable second to McGillivray. 
McGillivray took the advantage and 
passed him on the inside going into turn 
one on lap five. 


Unfortunately, Jack Simmons and 
his trusty Norton P11 was forced out of 
the race in the early stages after running 
into the back of a slower rider who 
braked unexpectedly at the end of the 
sweepers. 

By the 10th lap McGillivray had set 
such a blistering pace that he began 
lapping the slower 500cc and 750cc 
machines. By the end of the race he had 
a race time of 18 minutes and 18 
seconds, only 19 seconds slower than 
the all time race recordheld by George 
Kerker, who unfortunately met with an 
accident during the heat race and was 
taken to the hospital with a concussion 
and a badly broken wrist. 

Third overall and first in the 350cc 
class was a Yamaha R5 ridden to victory 
by Jerry Greene. 


Perhaps the most exciting event to 
watch at any road race is the sidecar 
event and Sunday’s sidecar race was no 
exception. 

Dean Hummer and Rulon 
Gulbransen added another victory to 
their ever lengthening list, when they 
took their power plus Harley-Davidson 
rig to the flag with what seemed like an 
effortless win. 

Hummer and Gulbransen, who have 
just returned from the Canadian Gran 
Prix where they scored a fourth after 
their rear wheel all but collapsed, have 
never lost an A.F.M. road race in which 
they finished. Although they were not 
riding their usual outfit, they worked 
together smoothly and won by a wide 
margin. 

Canada is sending their three best 
sidecar outfits down for the California 
GP and with Hummer and Gulbransen’s 
knowledge of the track these two will 
be the ones to watch in that race. 

The final event of the day, the 500 
Open GP, went to Lane riding his 
beautifully prepared Kawasaki HIR 
from Cycles Unlimited in Bakersfield. In 
the early part of the race, Jack Simmons 
had the crowd standing as he gave them 
a show of road-racing done flat track 
style. Simmons, riding his Norton P11, 
slid through each corner, getting by 





Lane in places where most riders would 
not dream of passing, unfortunately 
Simmons’ bike was way down on 
horsepower in comparison with Lane’s 
bike, but he made up for this by his 
fantastic riding technique. Lane would 
pull out 10 lengths on Simmons by the 
end of the straight only to have 
Simmons whistle by him in the corners. 


Unfortunately, Simmons blew his 
transmission on the sweepers on lap 
seven and Lane went on to take the win. 
A tussle was going on for second place 
between Hurley Wilvert, riding an HIR 
and Jimmy Beehan, also mounted on a 
Kawasaki H1R. Deehan was running 
second for the first six laps but Wilvert 
managed to make up a secoond on each 
lap and finally, on lap seven, Wilvert 
took the inside coming around the 
tower, got a better drive out of the esses 
and got by Deehan. On the next lap 
Deehan lost more ground when he was 
forced wide by a slower rider on turn 
three and Wilvert stretched his lead to 
take second. 

The next road race at Orange County 
will be held on October 4th. Special 
thanks must go to Tom Finley for his 
excellent announcing and commentary 
on the races.

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POWELL CAN'T TURN WHITE

HUNTINGTON BEACH, CALIF., Sept. 
13, 1970 — Experts Ron Powell and 
Tom White gave the folks a show that 
few who were there are likely to forget. 
The action took place Sunday at 
Huntington Beach Cycle Park on one of 


the best, and certainly the most 
under-rated, TT tracks in Southern 
California. 


Powell made a special trip from 
Palmdale to race White as a 250 Expert 
and to accept the challenge that was 
made last month. (For those of you 
who tuned in late, Huntington Racing 
Assn. official Donald England 
announced that $25 goes to the first 
person that beats Tom in a special 
match race. Contrary to previous 


reports, Tom never aired any challenge; 





he merely agreed to race at HRA.s 
request.) 

Powell and White locked horns four 
times that day, including that match 
race, and showed fans and fellow riders 
alike some of the hottest action they'll 
ever see. While all four races were 
practically duplicates of each other, it 
was the third 250 Expert moto, not the 
match race, that brought out the best in 
both riders. 

White had beaten Powell in all three 
previous races, certainly no simple task, 
and this time Powell was determined to 
win. Powell took an early lead, as usual, 
and as soon as he felt White breathing 
down his neck, on schedule, Powell 
began riding like a man possessed. Both 
White and Powell pushed each other to 
incredible limits, Bultaco against 
Bultaco, riding as if their lives depended 
on it; it was a photographer’s dream. 
Powell’s only problem was a loss of 
traction due to a worn front tire. White 
took advantage of the additional 
fraction of a second and made his move. 
Once again Tom White had slightly 
bettered the finest effort by Ron 
Powell. 

Although the 17-year-old Powell had 
to settle for second in the 250 class, 
Powell put his talent to work on his big 
Triumph and walked away easily with 
top honors as an Open Expert winning 
all of his motos by huge margins. 

Powell hasn’t given up on Tom White 
yet. There will be another race between 
he. and Tom White again this coming 
Sunday at Huntington, according to 
both riders. 

Novice John Rice emulated Ron 
Powell by. doing some  dual-class 
hot-shoeing of his own. Rice rode his 
little Kawasaki better than the rest in 
the 100 class Main Event and, instead of 
shutting off his engine, joined the next 
main event and beat all the 125’s. All 
legally, of course. 

Don Emmons rode a super-fast BSA 
Gold Star in both the Novice\ and 
Expert Open events. Emmons hah 
problem in the Novice class, but 
Expert took second. 


an 


250 Novice . Rick Isbell helped 
himself to the big trophy in the Main 
Event. He was followed by Doug 
Perrault and Roddy Qualls. 

Expert Randy Baily took the 
100-125 contest. In the second moto, 
his Yamaha was missing badly but still 
finished second, close behind Robby 
Burg, who ultimately finished. second 
overall. 

The track conditions were superb, 
according to many of the riders. This is 
par for Huntington. Those who race 
there oftenconstantly praise the track 
surface and treatment extended to 
participants. “It’s definitely a rider’s 
course,” said one Expert. Another rider 
said, “It’s like a road-race with dusty 
corners." Tom White gives up District 
37 point runs to race at Huntington; 
Ron Powell describes the course as 
“very smooth.” Despite the good 
reviews, HBCP drew disappointingly few 
riders this week. Huntington is going to 
have to depend on top riders and 
enthusiast for the word-of-mouth 
advertising the track needs just to help 
make ends meet. And quite a few are 
beginning to spread the word.

Bob Grove with 
22 points just barely beat Rich Bledsoe 
who accumulated 24. In the Expert 
class, Vic Conaway won with 33 points. 
Again second and third were close: Dale 
Ranta lost 42 while Tim Hickox lost 43.

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ramblin’ around 


Being on vacation gives you time to mosey around a bit and drop in on people 
you don’t see too often and you get a chance to pick up all kinds of little goody bits 
that are interesting in one way or another. You also get more chance to check out 
some rumors or investigate the more serious stories going around so before we get to 
the lighter ones we feel we must comment on the North-South motocross series a bit 
as we usually have something to say when there's any controversy! 


As a lot of you know by now there were some hard feelings displayed at Bay 
Mare. Who or what started it all is of no consequence because once both teams get 
involved then there's equal blame. Whenever a promoter engages in a “опе side 
against another side" event or a *grudge race" between two riders there is always the 
chance that things can get out of hand due to the competitive spirt of the human 
animal. When the action starts the old battle instincts rise and sometimes can't be 
checked. We've all felt that urge (you wouldn't be a racer if you didn't have a bit of 
“killer” in you) when someone gives you a lump or damn near runs you into a tree 
and you know good and well he could have avoided doing it if he tried. You want to 
give him as good as he gave you next chance around. Most of the time just letting the 
other guy know verablly you’re on to his sneaky ways will stop further incidents but 
sometimes handing him one on the track is the only way to make him realize the 
error of his ways. 

What is to be guarded against is in the rising popularity of the team races so they 
don’t get out of hand. Some riders are so competitive that they are literally unfit for 
team competition where you have to think of the others as well as yourself. A team, 
to be effective must work as one, just like a football line. The front runners must be 
protected by blocking which is perfectly legal but in racing should that blocking get 
out of hand, someone’s going to get hurt and in sportsman racing there is just no 
place for it, and team racing is exciting to watch as you see the strategy unfold. 
Watch the Inter-Ams and you'll see the Husky’s versus the Maicos versus the C-Zed's 
etc., each man helping or being helped by a teammate should he need it. 

What we're trying to say, we guess, is not to put an end to these North vs. South 
or East vs. West races because a minority can't control themselves. One little thing to 
think on, that once a rider has been paid money (and many of our events do pay 
money now) he no longer thinks quite so charitably towards his fellow riders because 
he is a professional, even if one Sunday he rides as a sportsman for points and a 
trophy and the next for a purse. Fortunately or unfortunately, money does change 
things and the day may come when events will have to be split up so that riders who 
have never raced for money race by themselves and those who have, ride with their 
fellows. Just re-reading that sentence gives me food for a whole column on nothing 
but that, especially what constitutes a sportsman, semi-pro and pro. It may make 
some people a bit unhappy too, but so be it. 

On to the lights stuff. Just wait 'til you see your number plate colors for 1971! 
Some of you won't care, some will react with miscellaneous epithets and think the 
Competition Committee must be bonkers while others will shudder because their 
riding apparel won't match. All kidding aside, if you do grimace a bit, the changes 
came about for a very good reason. They will stop riders from riding out-of-class and 
will enable clubs to spot offenders lining up incorrectly immediately, especially in 
desert events. BEcause number plates were all the same colors and on a run with a 
line that's very long such as the Barstow run, some of the lightweights split with the 
big boys and the stewards couldn't catch them because all the numbers were the 
same color. This will stop all this, is also necessary because in 1971 desert novices 
will be on a separate line from the Amateurs and Experts, and will save the District 
money when you transfer. You will need only one changed panel on your plate to 
show your classification whereas before you receive three each time. 

The Competition meeting this month was a buy one and our personal knowledge 
of the sport was increased by being involved in the re-checking of European 
scrambles lap check sheets. We learned how to find a poor soul who ends up listed

wrong in the results when some of the checks missed him. It gives the eyeballs a 
going over looking at all those figures! When that business was settled, the 
Committee was a little weary but the Sidehack Association inadvertently broke the 
group up as their rule changes were read and we came across the workding “...fixed 
kneeler troughs are permitted..." Poor Harry Whalen tried to explain to us solo riding 
infedels what it meant but we were already howling away as to what we though it 
meant. We hate to spoil it by drawing pictures but for some scramblers who have 
never seen a desert race it can be a long, long way between pit stops or a friendly 
bush! 

Next month nominations are opened for people to fill the District jobs and once 
again we wish it were kosher to make comments in print as to people to elect or at 
least nominate but it ain’t.

With about half of the nation younger than 35 and into a group culture that 
includes music and motorcycles, the idea of tying them together in one spectacular 
attraction has occurred to various promoters. Rock music outdraws motorcycle 
racing by about a thousand to one, and the crowd that’s attracted by amplified 
guitars might also be fascinated by howling stingers and the rest of the show that 
goes with motorcycle racing. 

Ascot Park in Gardena, Calif. tried a night of racing and rock recently which 
turned out so badly it has not been repeated there since. The darkness was a cover 
for weird carrying-on by the rock audience and the police helicopter which 
descended all ablaze with searchlights at the climax of the show like a surrealistic 
messenger from above freaked out not only the audience, but the track owners as 
well. 

And now the Canadian Motorcycle Association, the maple leaf equivalent of our 
AMA, is in a heap of trouble for sanctioning a road race August 7, 8 and 9 at 
Mosport, Ontario on behalf of a promotion called Strawberry Fields Rock Festival. 
The catch was Mosport is a racing facility prohibited by law from harboring music 
festivals or any other non-motorsport performances except in conjunction with a 
motor competition meet. 

First the promoters had gone to the Canadian Racing Driver Association with an 
offer of a $5,000 purse and were flatly refused. Then they turned to the CMA — a 
sort of family-run outfit presided over by Torontonians Ron and Eve White. The 
Whites consented to sanction a $1,500 purse motorcycle road race and rescue the 
festival because, explained Ron White, “this event can enhance the (motorcycle 
racing) image." 

With visions of huge, Woodstock-size crowds to perform for, Canadian and U.S. 
road racers, including some AMA licensees, hauled up to Mosport only to hear Mrs. 
White announce over local radio that the sanction had been pulled owing to lack of 
insurance coverage and spectator control. 

About 50,000 people had paid their way in — a record crowd for motorcycle 
racing in this hemisphere whether they were there expressly for the bikes or not. The 
police were gathering force ready to move in and roust the new illegal gathering. So a 
group of racers got together and offered to put on a demonstration race to salvage 
what could be saved of the situation. 

A fee of $2,000 was agreed by the promoters and the exhibition took place 
without sanction or insurance. AFter dividing the 2 grand equally, each racer took 
home 40 Canadian dollars — more than he could have won in two days of racing, in 
most cases. Canadian racers show good business sense. 

Meantime the CMA had split the scene to ponder where it went wrong. Rock 
festivals are bad news to many people, including people in the rock music business. 
The utter hugeness of the audiences makes any semblance of crowd control 
impossible. The bad bikers are often called on to act as renta cops, but since the 
murder on stage that closed down the former Altamont motorcycle raceway after a 
Rolling Stones appearance this year, the reliance on Hells Angels and other outlaw 
groups has dwindled. 

A possibility of combining rock music and motorcycle racing still exists, but not 
the way that it has been tried so far. Daylight shows on improved, permanent 
facilities such as mile tracks would be the best way to go. Music and motorcycle 
racing have a lot in common, now more so than ever. It would be a setback for both 
kinds of entertainment if the two never meet in the open air again because of what 
appears to be a monumental goof on the part of the C.M.A.

The Ascot half mile national is on 
tap Saturday night, Sept. 19th. For 
Ascot it is the 12th annual running of 
the race that began way back in 1959. 

The event has long been one of the 
best known and most followed on the 
national circuit and has more things 
going for it than most of the other 
nationals. 

Only five different riders, all 
Californians, have ever won the event. 
All five of the past winners still are 
active in professional racing. Sammy 
Tanner has won the event four times 
and is the only rider to win three in a 
row. 

Sammy has won it once on a 
Triumph and three times on a BSA. He 
did not qualify for the final last year, 
the first time he has ever missed the 
main event since the races came to 
Ascot. Sammy will probably ride an 
Enfield this time out. 

The rider that can make more racing 
history on Saturday night the 19th is 
Mert Lawwill the ‘68 amd ‘69 winner. 
Mert can become the second 
three-straight winner in Ascot history. 

But far more important is the fact 
that Mert has already won the Ascot 
national TT title. The Harley ace took 
the win back in July and will try to 
become the first rider in Ascot history 
to win both the TT and the half mile 
national not only in the same season, 
but anytime. All of the previous winners 
were basically known as half mile 


specialists, except Lawwill. 

Ten Experts, an Ascot single season 
record, have won the main event at least 
once. Tom Rockwood and Mert Lawwill 
have been the two biggest winners this

season and get the pre-race favorites 
nod. 

Tanner won the event when he was 
20 years old. Rockwood can become 
the first teenager to ever win as he will 
not be 20 until Sept. 29th. Lawwill has 
a difficult decision to make prior to race 
time. He has ridden to victory the past 
two years on his older 750cc sidevalve 
model, the same machine he has won all 
of his Ascot main events on this year. 

However, in previous national half 
miles this year he has always been on 
the newer 750cc overhead valve model 
that powered him to the win at 
Cumberland, Md. earlier this season. 

Perhaps the biggest single item going 
for the Ascot national is the fact that in 
eleven years no non-California racer has 
ever won the event. It is-a matter of 
pride with the locals that they continue 
to win them against the best from the 
rest of the nationa. Keep in mind that 
the national final only takes 12 riders 
and 10 locals have already won the final 
this year. 

Many out of state riders have stated 
over the years they would rather win 
the Ascot national than any other. The 
challengers this year include; Gary 
Nixon, Dave Sehl, Larry Darr, Ken 
Pressgrove and the Palmgren brothers, 
Larry and Chuck, to name just a few. 

To make the national weekend a 
bigger show there will be a TT program 
on Friday night the 18th. Practice for 
the national half mile will take place in 
the late afternoon of the 19th with time 
trials in the early evening. 

Pre-race ceremonies get underway at 
8:00 pm with racing going at 8:30 pm. 
H-D, BSA, Triumph, Yamaha or Norton 
— take your pick.

for a hard-worked-for win. Wes 
Anderson Jr. was close behind for 
second on his 250cc Bultaco. Tom 
Clodt took first Novice. 

The promise of cooler weather 
brought out a lot of desert hounds, and 
they were not disappointed. The 
weather was great. But the riders that 
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generally lead these things didn’t enjoy 
it much. Almost to a man all the leaders 
got lost on one turn or another. The 
very fast and smooth Tom Poteet, No. 
4x, was the early leader and Whitey 
Martino, No. 1, was running second. But 
as they came out of the long sandwash 
and made the right turn onto the flat, 
bushy open area, they ran out of lime. 
To quote Whitey “It just disappeared, 
there were no ribbons on the bushes and 
you couldn’t see the lime because of the 
bushes”. All the riders went back and 
forth in the five-mile area between the 
sandwash and the ridge of mountain. 
One of the first riders to find the lime 
was desert pro Jack Byers, No. 5, ona 
Rickman. Dick Miller was close behind 
on his Husky. 

There was a lot of rough country still 
left before the leaders got back into the 
pits including two steep rocky 
downhills, and a couple places where 
you could miss the course. To quote Tom 
Muto, No. 300, one of the many 
leaders, “You would come out to an 
open area and the course would twist 
back and forth instead of going 
straight.” 

Don Hill, No. 16, led into the pits on 
his Husky, with Muto close behind. The 
first loop took one hour and five 
minutes. There was a lot of changing 
around in the leaders on the second 
loop. Muto had the lead for awhile. Also 
Wes Anderson, Jr. but Bruce Dunford 
was able to bring it into the pits and to 
the finish line. Anderson was second, 
Muto third, and Bob Riley, No. 118, 
was the first Amateur on a Husky. Dale 
Brassfield, No. 50, was second Amateur 
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in on a Yamaha. Tom Clodt took first 
Novice on a Husky. Tim Okamoto, No. 
172x, had a good ride taking first 250 
Amateur on a Bultaco, also Dennis 
Knudsen, No. 175x, gave his fans a big 
thrill by grabbing off first 250cc Novice 
on his Bultaco. 

The 100cc class didn't have as much 
trouble with the course, as the big bikes 
had found the lime by the time they got 
there, and burnt a good trail in. Cordis 
Brooks, Hodaka mounted, had the lead 
on the trail to the right and Jeff Wright 
(Rickman) had the lead on the trail to 
the left in the valley. Wright took the 
lead fifteen miles out, and had a good 
duel with Ken Buckspan. They traded 
the lead back and forth, with Wright 
coming into the pits first. Wright, 
however, had to pull out with a flat rear 
tire, and Buckspan took over the lead, 
with Jack Morgan now running second. 
Morgan took over the lead and came in 
for the win, while Buckspan never made 
it to the finish line. Tom Brooks Sr. was 
second on a Hodaka, John Coots, No. 
19, was third on a Penton. Bob Fisher, 
No. 175, was first Amateur in, and Mark 
Palmquist, No. 684, had a good ride, 
saying "I only got lost once". He took 
first Novice on a Hodaka.

One person issued a citation 
for riding in Bean Canyon. 


(This is the second of a two-part series 
delving into the events occurring in 
Bean Canyon. Last week was an article 
reporting the background prior to the 
issuance of citations to 150 motorcycle 
riders by Kern County. This week, we 
examine the possible effects these 
citations may have on the industry.)

Last June, approximately 500 
motorcycle enthusiasts attended a 
highly publicized meeting at 
Melodyland to discuss what could be 
done to stop the rapid closing of lands 
to cyclists and how to combat the 
passage of ordinances prohibiting riding 
in certain areas without meeting certain 
specifications. 

Tom Cosgrove, one of the first 
motorcycle dealers to recognize the 
squeeze of the vise being put to the 
industry, commented at that time, 
"Nobody's closing any land, but for 


some strange reason the riding areas are 
getting smaller and smaller." Quite a bit 
has happened since that meeting. 

A 13-acre golf course, planned to be 
converted into a cycle park by Bob 
Bailey in Carson, was voted down by 
that city’s planning commission after 
nearly two months of work and money 
had been poured into it by Bailey, a 
professional racer and Gardena 
businessman. Since then, the vote 
against has been shown apparently to be 
punishment for refusal by Bailey to 


pay an alledged bribe to the 
commissioners. But, the fact still 
remains the park is closed. 

Ordinances, some loosely written 


while others more precise, popped up 
throughout the Southern California 
area. Although all were actively opposed 
by the citizens affected, each was still 
passed, including two which should be 
explained a bit further. The first was in 
Orange County where the cyclists got 
somewhat of a break when the board of 
supervisors added an amendment to 
their ordinance which stated that the 
county would seek out and help secure 
riding areas. However, the county has 
yet to do anything and the 
motorcyclist industry is still trying to 

"ыи багж" 
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get organized to take advantage of that 
situation. The other of note was the 
ordinance passed in the City of Los 
Angeles where Mayor Sam Yorty vetoed 
the original ordinance. Many people 
were surprised and uplifted by this 
seemingly new alliance with such a 
powerful political figure. The uplifting 
was short-lived, however, when the 
people learned of the mayor’s reasons 
why he had vetoed it; he believe it 
wasn’t enforcable. The city council, 
however, thought otherwise so they 
over-rode his veto unanimously. 

Even more interesting to note is that 
in March, 1969, LA's Parks and 
Recreation Commission created а 
special committee to seek out and 
obtain private riding areas for cyclists. 
After nearly 18 months, nothing has 
been accomplished. 

Recently, the Los Angeles Police 
Department brought up this point again 
when it reported its “Proposals for 
Future” in which the department 
stated, “Convenient available property 
is diminishing in urban areas. Designated 
areas, private or public operated, would 
reduce the need for enforcement and 
the negative/expensive involvement of 
the City of Los Angeles. A positive 
approach by the City could enhance its 
image with a large segment of the 
citizens, participants and 
complainants.”’ 

But, what has happened recently in 
Bean Canyon, part of Kern County, is 
much different. Although the county is 
in the process of passing an ordinance, 
no such ordinance exists and the 
citations issued to 150 riders originally 
surveyed for riding the trails in Bean 
Canyon bring to a head a very 
interesting note. The ordinances are not 
needed at all if warrants can be issued 
anyway. 

What it is coming down to is making 
Bean Canyon with its subsequent 150 
trespassers into a hypothetical test case. 
It will test the trespass laws in 
California, the right of access to public 
lands by private citizens and across 
private posted or unposted property. 

The currrent trespass laws state a 
person is guilty if he trespasses with the 
intent to do or does damage to the 
private property. Bean Canyon is a test 
to see whether riding a motorcycle on 
land does, in fact, do damage to land. 
Note: A motorcycle, not plural. The 
150 citations were not issued to 
motorcyclists as a group, but to 150 
individuals; each is a separate case. 

Next is the right of access to public 
lands. across private property. Bean 
Canyon is a test for this as was pointed 
out last week. Its public land is 
surrounded by privately 
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owned land. If a persons's intent is to 
reach. public land, is he guilty of 
trespassing? Again, by trespass laws, he 
is if he has committed damage to the 
property he has passed over. 

The third test is toward access to 
posted or un-posted land. Currently the 
majority of the laws prohibit riding on 
posted land, but in this case, it is up to 
the landowner to keep his land posted. 
Most of the new ordinances being 
passed stress the un-posted clause: Even 
if un-posted, a motorcycle rider must 
still have written permission to ride on 
the land. Kern County, as said before, 
has no such ordinance at this time and it 
doesn't need one if individuals can still 
be cited for trespassing without it. The 
third test. 

We now face what possible effects it 
may have on the indsutry. If, indeed, 
the 150 persons receiving the citations 
are judged guilty, the consequences 
would be devastating. 

Motorcycles could be declared illegal 
because they are judged as doing 
damage to the ground. Also, it would 
override the tradition in America that 
you “cannot rope off the only 
waterhole in the desert” or allow a 
person the right to “just pass through” 
to get somewhere else. 

What it all boils down to is this: 
Motorcycling will never be the same in 
American as we know it. A person will 
no longer ride a motorcycle on a dirt 
road, or even paved, without fear of 
possibly letting the bike’s tires touch 
private property thereby destroying it 
and not knowing about it until nearly a 
year later when he receives either a 
citation in the mail or a warrant-bearing 
police officer at his door. 

It’s a very grim picture, but it could 
happen very easily once the restrictions 
get a foothold. Each motorcyclist is a 
victim, but hardest hit is to be the 
dealers and distributors who make a 
living in the industry. Nobody will buy 
a motorcycle for fear of being arrested 
and fined the maximum in cash each 
time he rides a mini-bike across a vacant 
lot up up a dirt road. This feeling and 
fear is already creeping into {һе 
motorcycle society. Í 

Take, for an example a letter Cycle* 
News received recently from Art 
Ragnor: *Now that the future of off the 
road motorcycling riding is in 
immediate jeopardy, I wonderhowmany . 
of our friendly motorcycle idealers, 
distributors and accessory distributors — 
will rally to the side of the accused 
riders and the motorcycling cause. 
Unless those who are commercially 
involved in the motorcycle industry 
take a more active role in assisting the 
motorcyclist in his fight to maintain 
reasonable motorcycling legislation, 
their (the dealers etc.) bread and butter 
will soon be no more.” 

Or try selling a motorcycle to Ron 
David, a young man just issued a 
citation with bail set at $65 for riding in 
Bean Canyon seven months ago. When 
you try, he'll probably say the same 
thing he said at the beginning of this 
article.

LLOYD THOMSEN WINS TOUGH FOREST RUN

CHADRON, NEBRASKA, September 6, 
1970 — For enduro riders the Pine 
Ridge Enduro was undoubtedly the 
year’s best buy. The entry fee was a 
mere $5.00 and for this you received: 

1. a very handsome shoulder patch 

2. your gas at each of the checks 

3. lunch at the noon check (roast 
beef sandwiches, baked beans, potato 
chips, pickles, Cokes, etc.). 

4. One very tough enduro lasting 
from 8:30 am till after dark at about 
6:30 pm. 

The enduro was not very long, only 
85 miles, but the territory was so rough 
that the fastest schedule was a slow 12.3 
mph. Even with such slow schedules 
only the fact: that the weather was 
extremely fine allowed 25% of the 170 
riders to finish. Had the temperature 
been around the more normal middle 
nineties, it is doubtful that more than 
half a dozen riders would have finished. 

The course consisted mostly of thick 
woods interspersed with occasional 
grassy meadows. Often there was no 
trail at all, just a marker a hundred 
yards ahead, get there however you can. 
It seemed like much of the time you 
had your chin on the gas tank to avoid a 
branch while you were simultaneously 
trying to jump a log. Sometimes the 
route would be up a nice sandwash, 
normally pure delight for Californians. 
The only trouble was that these too 
were laced over with trees and filled 
with treacherous logs. No making up 
time here. 

The meadows were a ball to ride. The 
grass was up to the axle nuts and it was 
very smooth. But even though you 
could ride at the top of fifth, you didn’t 
dare do it because there were holes that 
couldn’t be sometimes large 


seen, 


enough to bury a jeep. 

Every hill in the morning section was 
a pushover for all but the first ten 
riders. Sometimes it маз three 
pushovers: your own and the two bikes 
blocking the trail in front of you. On 
one hill the only sensible way to get up 
was to ride up a few yards to the side 
and then drag your bike under a barb 
wire fence. On another hill there were 
about fifty riders at one time in some 
stage of delay. It was steep, loose sand 
and it was necessary to make a hard 
right hand turn halfway up. On the 
outside of the turn there was nothing 
for 500 feet straight down. 

Since it had been a very dry year, I 
was told there wasn’t any water on the 
course. I’m not sure what constitutes 
water to a Nebraskan because there 
were easily 15 stream crossings, some up 
to two feet deep! 

In order to be able to run this 
enduro, the Pine Ridge Cycle 
Association must work very closely with 
the U.S. Forest Service. Apparently the 
Forest Service is very cooperative and 
the cyclists in turn try to cooperate. 
Every bike was equipped with a spark 
arrester and was checked both before 
the event and at each check. Anyone 
who lost his spark arrester was pulled 
out of the event as soon as it was 
noticed. At the riders’ meeting we were 
told that in event of a fire, the run was 
over and we were all firefighters, right 
there and then. Fortunately there were 
no fires. One novel feature of the event 
was that there were many gates to go 
through and each rider was required to 
either shut the gate behind him or 
physically hand the gate to the next 
rider. Failure to do so was grounds for 
disqualification. 

The run was not without some 
problems, most of which were 
attributable to inexperience. The first of 
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these were the schedule speeds which 
were figures like 12.3, 11.7 and 7.6. 
These ‘made it impossible to ride 
schedule accurately, especially since the 
run was laid out with a speedometer 
that was over 10% in error! To complete 
the picture, Key Time was a half hour 
earlier than real time! This was due to 


‘the large turnout which threatened to 


run the event well into the night. 
Surprisingly, most of the riders were not 
bothered by the speedo error because 
they had the same error: it comes from 
fitting a 21" wheel to a Yamaha Enduro 
model. The screwy schedule speeds 
didn’t bother many either because 
almost everyone was behind from start 
to finish (if they got that far). 

A more serious problem resulted 
from letting the club members ride the 
event. Members of the sponsoring club 
won all but one of the trophies. 
Although there is no denying that they 
are good riders, they were riding in their 
own playground, less than fifteen miles 
from town. Some riders were able to 


short-cut difficult sections of course due 
to great familiarity with the area. The 
club members also got most of the early 
numbers because they knew who, when, 





and where the sign-up was going to be. 
No mail entries were accepted and no 
drawing was held. This practice, (letting 
club members race) has been 
discontinued over most of the country, 
and marred an otherwise very enjoyable 
run. 

The club's lack of sophistication led 
to yet another interesting fact. The 
scores for the enduro were all computed 
and the trophies were all awarded by 
8:30 pm. The Chief scorekeeper was 
even able to give me a copy of all the 
trophy winners and their scores by 
8:45. I'm sure this performance is only 
due to inexperience and that if they'll 
write to one of the vastly more 
experienced clubs in the California area 
they can find out how to take up to 
three weeks to compute the scores and 
how to delay the presentation of 
trophies almost indefinitely. I for one 


„hope they never attain this degree of 


sophistication. It’s really nice to know 
who won and where you finished before 
you’ve forgotten the run completely. In 
this case the overall winner was Lloyd 
Thomsen of Chadron, whose score was a 
low 36.

SACRAMENTO, CALIF., Sept. 13, 
1970 — A cool-headed Gene Romero 
stunned a wildly enthusiastic crowd of 
15,000 by showing a rare bit of 
superiority enroute to winning the Mile 
Dirt Track National at the Old State 
Fairgrounds and the coveted Grand 
National Championship in the process. 

The National Number Three rider 
who will take over Mert Lawwill’s plates 
in 1971, showed his determination from 
the very beginning of the day’s action 
by setting the fastest qualifying time 
before pushing his Triumph twin to the 
fastest of the four heat winners. 

The five-year Expert then made it a 
clean sweep by leading from flag to flag 
in the 50-lap Expert Main. In all, his 
efforts gave him a $5000 chunk of the 
. $16,000 purse. 

Romero and Don Castro opened the 
action, running a duel all the way for 
the heat race win. Dave Aldana took 
third with Eddie Wirth fourth and Mark 
Brelsford in for fifth. 

The second heat race saw Dick Mann 
lead all the way on a BSA twin, winning

out over Eddie Mulder, Keith Mashburn 
and Lloyd Houchins. The third heat 
race ‘was another close one “decided at 
the flag with Mert Lawwill giving 
Harley-Davidson their only win of the 
day in the Expert class. Jody Nicholas 
was a close second with Cal Rayborn 
third and Frank Gillespie fourth. 

The last Expert heat race was a five 
rider battle to the finish between Jimmy 
Odom, Gary Nixon, Chuck Palmgren, 
Jim Rice and Tom Rockwood. Three 
different riders led before Odom. took 
the win. Coming down the final 
straightaway all five knew that only 
four riders would make the direct 
transfer. Rice and Rockwood crossed 
the line side by side with fourth going 
to Rice. 

The expected tight battle between 
Romero and Rice was shattered after 
this qualifying heat, however, when 
Rice failed to maneuver the turn after 
the checkered and crashed into the rail 
to completely wreck the front end of 
his BSA 3. 

Rice was taken from the track via

ambulance, but was never removed from 
the field. He laid in a lounge chair in the 
pits ice-packing his broken nose while 
his crew of six pitmen worked for more 
than an hour rebuilding his machine. 
Rice then entered the Main Event, but 
could only manage a last place after the 
race got underway and this, coupled 
with a sick engine, kept him out of 
major contention. 

As other riders began dropping out, 
however, Rice's position began moving 
up until Romero crossed the checkered 
with Rice 15th. 

Earlier, Dave Aldana, whose 
performance in the qualifying heat gave 
him a berth in the main, lost his chance 
at National Points when he failed to 
take the third turn and crashed his bike 
into the haybales. Although he was all 
right, his gas tank had been dislodged 
and, with the race being black-flagged, 
Dallas Baker took his place. 

Dick Mann, who was expected to 
miss the remainder of the circuit 
suffering from a broken leg, showed up 
with a very noticable limp but it did not 
affect the veteran as he pushed his BSA 
to the second fastest qualifying time 
before displaying a strong performance 
in his heat. 





Romero had jumped into the lead at 


the start of the Main with Mann second , 


and Lawwill in third. Rockwood missed 
two shifts and was into the corner in 
20th place.

situation exists if the clutch push rod is 
forgotten.) 

These steel balls have an uncanny 
knack for finding inaccessible spots on 
your garage floor to disappear into and 
finding them is like finding the 
proverbial needle in a haystack. If you 
should happen to lose one of these, 
don't panic; any 5/32 ball bearing will 
suffice, these can be picked up at any 
bearing house, or if there is a Triumph 
dealer handy, the part number if 
T-1124. To help prevent losing it again 
when installing it or if the cover should 
be taken off again, apply a good packing 


of grease into the pocket for the ball on 
the lever and push the bearing down 
into it, this will lubricate it and hold it 
in position as well. When adjusting the 
clutch, keep in mind that you should 
back off all theadjustments on the cable 
first and then start by screwing in the 
adjuster on the outer clutch pressure 
plate. This adjuster is right beneath the 
inspection hole on the clutch plate. This 
adjuster should be run in lightly until it 
can be felt that it has taken up all the 
play in the push rod and then backed 
off % turn and locked down. The 
correct lever adjustment can then be 
made with the cable adjuster.

Mauger Wins Third World Title

WROCLAW, POLAND, Sept. 6, 1970 — 
Ivan Mauger, whizz New Zealand dirt 
track rider, has carved an enormous 
chunk of history by becoming the first 
man ever to win the Speedway 
Championship of the World three years 
in succession. Mauger clinched this 
magnificient feat with a scorching 
victory in the 1970 title tilt held here 
Sunday. 

Others have been King of the World 
on more occasions than the devastating 
Kiwi. Swede Ove Fundin has held the 
crown a record five times and fellow 
countryman Barry Briggs has annexed 
the trophy four times, but, no one 
before has managed the hat trick. Three 
wins in a row, This unique achievement 
must surely stamp Mauger as one of the 
greatest speedway riders ever born. 

In 1968 he journeyed to Sweden and 
fought off the world’s best riders to 
take his first Championship win. 
Throughout last year he was 
undoubtedly the very best rider in the 
world: living up to the reputation the 
title carries to the fullest. He proved this 
in a gruelling British League season, 
another immaculate World Final win at 
Wembley, London, and appearances in 
America, Australia and New Zealand. 

This year it was the same story. Ivan 
really has been Mr. Perpetual Motion. A 
human dynamo on the race track. If he 
drops a point in any race, in any 
country it is a rarity. 

He went to Poland the closest thing 
to a dead cert. as possible. 

There was only one 
Poland itself. 

In another "first" in the history of 
the sport, the championship Final was 
staged behind the Iron Curtain in 
Communist territory. 

This meant an exceptionally hard 
task for Mauger. First he had to endure 
three qualifying rounds in England, a 
semi final, a British Final, a 
British/Nordic Final and a European 
Final before qualifying for the big one 
itself. 

Then in Poland he faced six home 
riders and four Russians. And the East 
European bloc riders are generally 
acknowledged as the hardest, roughest, 
fastest exponents of the art of 
motorcycle broadsliding in the world 
today. Not only that, but they know 
their own tracks like the back of their 
hands and they are not adverse to team 
riding even in individual events such as 
the World Championship to help a 
compatriot score. 

Mauger overcame all this to thrash 
the pants off the best the rest of the 
speedway universe could offer. 

Apart from the Poles and Russians, 
Ivan also had to contend with 
countryman Briggs, Dane Ole Olsen

Second place went to veteran Polish 
rider Pawel Waloszek with 14 points 
while Antoni Woryna's 13 points made 
it two and three for the host country. 

Sadly, former champ Barry Briggs 
was out of touch and came in seventh 
with seven points.Areal disap- 
pointment for Briggo who was generally 
fancied to give the crown a big shake 
this year. 

Best of the Russian contingent was 
Valeri Klementiev who came in sixth 
with eight points. The diminutive Soviet 
speedster was another rider expected to 
shine following his World Final debut at 
Wembley in 1969 when he managed to 
beat Briggs in one race. 

Englishman Trevor Hedge had an 
unhappy meeting. He was leading in his 
first ride until his engine gave up the

ghost, then in his third ride he was 
bundled into the fence by Russian 
Gennady Kurilenko. Hedge took no 
further part in the contest after that 
crash and both reserves found 
themselves in action. 

Reserve from the European Final was 
scheduled to be Ronnie Moore from 
New Zealand but he failed to recover in 
time from the broken arm sustained 
during the European Final at Leningrad, 
Russia in July. His place was taken by 
East German Hans Jurgen Fritz. Fritz 
ended up riding the full meeting in place 
of Russian Yuri Dubinin who did not 
arrive. 

Polish reserve was Edmund Migos 
and he too, was afforded a slice of the 
action whén Hedge withdrew from the 
meeting. 

Best of the much vaunted Swedish 
riders was Soren Sjosten (nine points) 
and so it goes on.... 

One fact stands out like a beacon 
though. The sheer brilliance of Mauger. 
Ivan the Terrible! That's what he was to 
those other 15 riders in Poland, 
make no mistake. 


Californian dirt track supporters are ' 


well acquainted with Ivan. He has 
ridden on track in the Los Angeles area 
the past two years following his 
championship successes. 


Last year he swept all before him at 
the Orange County Fairgrounds and 
that included some mighty tough 
opposition in the form of Briggs, Aussie 
Jim Airey and Scotsman Bert Harkins. 


There is no need to elaborate on his 
skills. You have seen him for yourself. 
Suffice to say here is a man blasting his 
way across the racing scene like no 
other before him.
